Remember this: when the engine 
stalls as lf It didn't feel like playing 
along the chances are that it is 
overchokcd. Try cranking with the 
throttle wide open, and don't choke 
if there is a hand control.

It, Lx a strange fact about driving 
that so few operators realize the 
risk in improper handling of the 
accelerator.
